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Arts and Sciences degree changes get approved

The Faculty Senate approved the 
proposed significant changes in the 
bachelor of arts and the bachelor of 
science degrees at its meeting on 
Tuesday. Pending approval by the 
chancellor, the changes will be in¬ 
stated next fall. 

“I am very pleased that the changes 
were passed with no amendment,” 
said Dean of Arts and Sciences Rob' 
ert Smith. “These are the first changes 


in either degree since 1972.” 

Changes for the B.A. include: re¬ 
duction of the Laboratory Science 
requirement from two sequences to 
one sequence, reduction of the Math¬ 
ematics requirements from Math 185 
or two Math courses to one Math 
course aftQO level dr higher, reduc¬ 
tion of the Social Science require¬ 
ment from two sequences to one 
sequence plus one additional course 
outside of major and restructuring of 
the Humanities requirements. 

Changes for the B.S. include: the 


elimination of the minor as required 
by all departments, an increase in the 
minimum number of upper-division 
hours from 36 to 45, restructuring of 
the Humanities requirement and re¬ 
duction of the Humanities B require¬ 
ment from two courses to one. 

A Computer Science requirement 
was also added to both degrees. 

“Fundamentally, once we hear 
fron/ihe chancellor that she has ap¬ 
proved it, we*ll be able to start put¬ 
ting out material?'' Smith said. 

“The chaHgis will also have to be 


submitted to the Board of Trustees, 
but I don’t anticipate any issue at 
that level.” he said. 

Smith said he hopes to have the 
material available to faculty and stu¬ 
dents before pre-registration for the 
spring semester. 

Students who will be graduating 
in or after December of 1995 may 
chose to graduate under the require¬ 
ments stated in the tiew programs. 

“Some students will anticipate the 
differences in the degrees and will

Visiting prof heads to le ctur n 


Dr. William Bass, 
Monday’s academic 
speaker, keeps promise 
to Chancellor Perry 
with UTM visit

Dr. William Bass is a world- 
renowned forensic anthropolqgist, 
one of the scientists who helped 
identify the bodies at the Waco 
compound, winner of a national 
teaching award and, as UTM Chan¬ 
cellor Margaret Perry knows, a man 
who keeps his word. 

This fall, Bass, a professor and 
director of the"Fbrensic Anthropol¬ 
ogy Center at UTK, is fulfilling a 
promise he made to Perry eight 
years ago by spending his last se¬ 
mester before retiring as a visiting 
distinguished professor at UTM. 

Bass will be the next speaker in 
the UTM Academic SpAker se¬ 
ries. Bass will show slides of fire 
scenes and talk about what authori¬ 
ties look for in such events in his 
speech, titled "Recent Forensic An¬ 
thropology Cases” at 7:30 p.m. 
Monday in Humantities Audita 
rium. 

“When I first came to UTM, I 
asked him to come to the campus 
.sometime to leach." Perry said. 

“That was eight years ago. We 
talked with him and he said he 
would do it. But then his wife be¬ 
came ill and he couldn’t come. But 
finally, just before he was getting 
ready to retire, he called and said, 
yes, he could come for the fall 
semester before retirement." 

Perry was the dean of the UTK 
graduate school when Bass came to 


the campus. Together, they worked 
to establish the Ph D program in 
Anthropology. 

"That’s when I first met him,” 
Perry said. “He’s such a master 
teacher. He won the CASE (Council 
for the Advancement and Support of 
Education) award for best teacher in 
the country (1985-86). Some of the 
things that I have heard from people 
who have taken his classes are that 
he is so interested in his topic, and he 
imparts the research that he is doing 
into the classroom. 

“In addition, he is a very down-to- 
earth person; he likes people and 
communicates well with people. I 
think that when you add all those 
traits together, you generally end up 
with a.good teacher.” 

Bassvis teaching two courses this 
semester. “The Human Skeleton and 
Law Enforcement” and "Human 
Identification.” He is also giving 
speeches to community organiza¬ 
tions and teaching a course for the 
UTM Honors Program and is part of 
an honors reading discussion group 
"The students arc really enjoying 
him,” said Ernest W Blythe, direc¬ 
tor of the Honors Program. "(Bass) 
took them down to one of the re¬ 
gional morgues in Memphis and gave 
them a tour. I think it was wonderful 
of him to do that.” 

"We were advised last spring that 
he would be coming to campus,” 
Blythe said. "Thai’s when we do the 
negotiating with speakers and when 
he agreed to be part of the program. ” 
Bass has trained more than 65 
percent of the nation’s forensic an¬ 
thropologists, including four of the 
five anthropologists at the 
Smithsonian used by the FBI 
He helped federal authorities iden¬ 
tify the bodies of David Koresh and

his followers in Waco, Texas 

Although it was difficult to iden¬ 
tify people who were from foreign 
countries and children who were bom 
inside the compound. Bass said, he 
and his four-member crew were able 
to positively identify about 60 bod¬ 
ies. * * 

Bass has also gained fame through 
a fictional) book. “The Body Farm,” 
now in the top five on the best-sellers 
list. The author of the book, Patricia 
Cornwell, based the book on the 


work done by Bass at his forensics 
center at UTK. Bass is also the 
inspiration for the fictional charac¬ 
ter in the book. Dr. Lyall Shade 

His career is rewarding because, 
7you’re helping a family who has a 
missing family member, and if 
there’s been violence, you can find 
out what it is. so someone can be 
brought to justice.” he said. 

After retiring in December. Bass 
will become a professor emeritus at 
UTK

SGA Viee President 
Alexander said he is glad the eR 
tainment burden will no longer be on 
SGA. ✓ 

"SGA needs to be focused on more 
direct student concerns," Alexander 
said, “and not just on what movies 
are playing this week.” 

However, implementation of the 
SAC will provide a more effective 
way to meet the entertainment needs 
of the students, he said. 

The idea for SAC came about after 
Alexander and Campus Rec Assis¬ 
tant Facility Director Richard 
Schoeberl attended a student activi¬ 
ties conference in Birmingham. Ala. 

At the conference, Alexander said 
they learned that the SGAs of many 
other universities had no part in pro¬ 
viding entertainment for students. 
Most colleges, Alexander said, have 
successful entertainment boards thpt 
are independent of their SGA. 

To link the SAC and SGA, but 
only in an informal way, Alexander 
said the chair of the SAC will sit on 
SGA Cabinet to provide informa¬ 
tion. r*. 

As part of an effort to kick off the 
SAC, the first Cafe’ House is sched¬ 
uled for 7 p.m. Oct. 26, in the Food 
Court of the-UC. J

Don't charge us for 
a UC we don't have 

As much as wc support the idea of expanding the UC to possibly 
include an auditorium, more meeting rooms, a fitness center and a new 
eatery, we must insist upon one condition of the glan under consider¬ 
ation from UTM administrators. 

We shouldn't have to pay one red cent until the time we start enjoying 
the benefits of an actual building. 

Yes, students should be willing to 
overlook a little inconvenience and, in 
some cases, even fork out a little more 
dough in the name of progress and to 
better their university. 

• But hasn’t UTM’s "broken library 
generation" suffered enough for those 
means? It may sound selfish, but we 
think that asking upperclassmen who 
have been inconvenienced by the 
displaced library for two years to 
donate an increase in their debt service fees for renovations they will 
never see is asking too much. 

Because no state money is given for student centers, the kind of 
construction administrators are considering would require an increase in 
the $35 debt service fee that students pay each semester. 

If the project becomes a reality — administrators are currently in the 
process of getting student opinion and gauging the logistics of the whole 
thing — it is still undecided whether the debt service fee increase would 
be enacted immediately, or whether it would wait until students began 
enjoying the renovations. 

Waiting to increase the fees would mean a higher overall cost to 
, students because the university would not have any capital collected to 
make a down payment on a loan. But that is inconsequential because we 
have been inconvenienced enough arta shouldn’t be asked to pay for * 
something we will never enjoy. 

The UC renovations under discussion, however, would be a worth¬ 
while improvement to the UTM campus and should be done no matter 
how it’s funded. One recommendation in particular that has caught our 
attention is the idea of adding a new eatery that would be open late 
hours - possibly even 24 hours — and would have space for bands and 
other entertainment. 

This and other potential changes for improving the UC are worth 
student support and sacrifice. They would be beneficial to students, 
would help in recruiting and are, in general, a good idea. 

But when it comes down to dollars, we think this current group of > 
students should only be asked to pay for an actual building, not just 
idea.

The infamous “N” word 


In addressing (he incident 
concerning (he attack on a UTM 
student because of his blatant 
disrespect for the African- 
American students in his pres¬ 
ence, I would like to bring several 
Noughts to surface. First and 
foremost let me say that I am not. 
by any mcan$, an advocate of 
violence. However, I do feel that 
anyone who has no respect for his 
fellow peers, should be reminded 
that they have just as much right 
to abide and exist here on this 
campus freely and without the 
harassment of others as he or she 
does. I feel that the students who 
assaulted this individual were 
merely reminding him of this 
fact. As president of the Black 
Student Association, many 
students, as well as staff mem¬ 
bers. have inquired as to my 
opinion on the matter — there it 
is. 

Returning to my original 
purpose of bringing thoughts to 
surface. I would like to address 
first those of my own race. When 
discussing this incident with a

Why is this? 

“Nigger,” for generations, has 
been a word reflecting hate and 
disrespect How is it that we. as 
African-Americans of the *90s, can 
still use this word so freely, and 
furthermore of our own will, when 
talking with one another. Now it is 
neither my point nor intention to 
tell anyone what he or she should 
ocshould not do; it is only, as I 
haVe stated, to incite thought. 
Think about it. 

Secondly, I would like to 
address my non-black brothers and 
sisters. I ask each of you, in your 
attempting to understand how 
blacks can be so disrespectful to 
one another, to consider your¬ 
selves.

UTM is in no 
way “a big melting pot” even 
though it is made of a diverse 
group of creeds and nationalities. 
People tend to stick with people 
that are like them

of our problem is due to a lack of 
understanding. The other part is 
due, I am sure, to those out there 
who 66 not wish to interact with 
those of different backgrounds. 
However, that is another problem 
in itself. 

Situations like this one, 
involving the famous “N-word,” 
and the like serve as daily 
reminders that America and UTM 
aren’t where they should be. 

I do not profess to have the 
answer to this social illness. Yet, 
it is indisputable that, in order to 
educate others about one's self, 
one must begin with the indi¬ 
vidual. Check yourselves. See 
why it is that you do the things 
you do. Finding this answer will 
make you better equipped in 
helping others understand you.

As S&S Department duties 
change, so does its name

The UTM Department of Safety 
and Security has changed its name to 
the Department of Public Safety. 

“Safety and Security denoted a 
security officer-type operation," said 
Ted Council, director of the depart¬ 
ment. 

“In the last several years, more 
emphasis has been placed on the 
safety aspects with all the federal 
and state mandates coming down. 

“For the last two to three years, 
we've had a safety, campus police, 
parking and transportation budget. 
Safety and Security didn't seem to fit 
anymore." , 

Council said there are two branches 
in the department, one covering 
safety aspects and one covering po¬ 
lice aspects. 

Because patches on officers' uni¬ 
forms read University Police and the 
cars read UTM police, no changes 
will be needed there. Council said no 
employee in his office has a title that 
says security - the title is pblice 
officer. 

“We felt (the name) Department 
of Public Safety was better for this 
type operation," Council said. 

Another reason for the change,

Council said, is that the demands for 
safety functions on campus have 
“dramatically increased." 

There arc the right-to-know laws 
that say employees must know about 
hazardous conditions on the job, and 
officers must be trained in those 
areas. 

The department has 12 commis¬ 
sioned police officers, and several 
students act as “Eyes and Ears" for 
the department by patrolling the cam¬ 
pus at night. About 25 student work¬ 
ers man the front desk in the resi¬ 
dence halls at night and patrol those 
halls. 

All UTM police officers must have 
attended the Tennessee Law Enforce- 
ment Training Academy in 
Donelson, Tcnn. Because many 
UTM officers have previously 
worked in law enforcement agencies 
in other towns, they’ve already re¬ 
ceived the training. 

"We also usually have a two-year 
college requirement for our offic¬ 
ers," Council $aid, “because we feel 
a person who's been a student can 
better understand the college popu¬ 
lation and better understand the feel¬ 
ings of the people they’re dealing 
with.”

Gillon completed his B A. at St. 
Anselm's College and his M S, in 
Teaching English as a Second Lan¬ 
guage from Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity. 

Prior to coming to UTM. he worked 
as an instructor and a Peace Corps 
volunteer, then as a teacher trainer in 
Truk District. Micronesia. 

He was also an instructor at the 
University of Hawaii and an English 
as a Second Language Specialist 
from the Bureau of Indian Affairs on

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Academic speaker discusses 
leadership, women's issues

Taking away a pregnant woman’s 
right to an abortion also prevents her 
from being able to choose in matters 
of education, employment and so 
much else, said Sarah Weddington. a 
recent UTM Honors Seminar speaker 
and winning attorney in the 1973 
Roc v. Wade abortion case. 

Weddington made the statement 
duri ng a question and nns wer session 
following a speech about women in 
leadership given on Oct. 11. 

“The whole purpose in Roe v. 
Wade was to say that it was that 
individual’s choice that should be 
respected,” Weddington said. 

The speech, which preceded the 
•latements about the abortion issue, 
was titled “Some Women are Bom 
Leaders” and focused on encourag¬ 
ing students to “practice leadership.” 

“I had met so many women who 
had wonderful leadership ability, 
who had often been informal leaders 
in their communities,” Weddington 
said. “And I wanted to figure out 
why there were so few who held the 
top spots. 


Weddington said she blamed the 
lack of women leaders on attitudes 
about what they arc capable of and a 
lack of opportunity their talents de¬ 
served. 

“The key element to leadership 
and the development of leadership is 
practice,” Weddington said, adding 
that individuals should watch lead¬ 
ers and learn from them by using a 
critical eye. 

“I want you to look at things as 
they arc and try to figure out hovy to 
make them better. That is, after all, 
the path of leadership,” Weddington 
said. 

Students should also have the abil¬ 
ity to change with changing situa¬ 
tions, Weddington said. 

“In college you set a direction, and 
then you learn to (change) course, 
because you' II have experiences and 
find something you thought you 
would like and decide you want to 
try something else.” 

Weddington, who lectures at the 
University of Texas at Austin, was 
the second in a series of eight speak¬ 
ers coming to UTM as part of the 
Honors Seminar Program.

The causes and solutions to eating 
disorders were the majn topics dis¬ 
cussed at the Eating Disorder Forum 
held on Oct. 6.

Statistics show that 30 to 40 per¬ 
cent of women have some form of 
eating disorder such as anorexia or 
bulimia. If this were applied to the 
population of UTM, about 800 
women could have eating disorders. 

“Body fat is genetically deter¬ 
mined. If people eat the right foods 
and get the right amount of exercise 


then they should accept themselves 
as they are," Hack said. 

What should you do if you think 
someone has an eating disorder? Hack 
suggests paying attention to the 
person's behavior and then gather¬ 
ing information about the eating dis¬ 
order. 

If you still think the person has a 
problem, go to him or her with the 
information, showing concern, and 
let the person know that you will go 
with him or her to seek help. Hack 
said. 

Jennifer Yarbrough, A Phi O ser¬ 
vice vice president, said this is the 
first in a scries of forums A Phi O is 
presenting. The second will be a 
Drug anfcL\lcohol Forum on Oct. 26. 
A Stress Management Forum is ten¬ 
tatively planned for November. 

“We thought exam time would be 
a good time to have a forum on stress 
management,” Yarbrough said.

Reappearing purse 
thieves may be making 
rounds at UTM again

UTM Police investigators suspect 
a series of recent purse thefts in 
Humanities, Gooch and the Business 
Administration Building may be 
traced to the same thief or thieves 
who routinely strike the campus each 
semester. t 

In the past two weeks, UTM Po¬ 
lice received four complaints from 
university employees who said their 
purse of wallet was stolen from their 
office while they were away. Com¬ 
plainants reported losses ranging 
from SI to S65, according to reports. 
Each time the victims had appar¬ 
ently left their unlocked offices for a 
brief time and returned to find their 
property missing. 

Lt. Darrell Simmons said he sus¬ 
pects the missing purses may have 
been stolen by the same thief or 
thieves. The subjects may also be 
responsible for the week-long rash 
of purse thefts that seem to occur 
once every semester for the past few 
years, Simmons said. 

“This will happen once a semes¬ 
ter.” Simmons said. “It will happen 
in a few places, and then they know 
we start watching, so they drift off. 
This is the time of year for it. They 
always do it about mid-semester then 
we won't see them again until possi¬ 
bly spring.” 

Simmons said he speculates the 
thieves to be a man-and-woman team 
because only a woman could incon¬ 
spicuously walk out of an office with 
a purse, but the purses are usually 
recovered in the men’s restroom. 


The culprits are not UTM students. 
Simmons suspects. 

The cases are still under investiga¬ 
tion. and the department is urging 
university employees to take extra 
precautions in protecting their prop¬ 
erty when leaving their office. 

In other UTM police reports: 

■ A UTM student was arrested 
and charged with vandalism, public 
intoxication and under-age drinking 
after two windows were broken in 
the Austin Peay Hall lobby Oct. 6. 

According to UTM Police reports, 
Frederec M. Claiborne, a freshman 
Psychology major from Nashville, 
was apprehended at the north end of 
Ellington Hall after UTM Police re¬ 
ceived a call at 2:35 a.m. that a 
person meeting his description broke 
the windows in two lobby doors. 

Claiborne was having an argu¬ 
ment with a woman in the lobby 
before allegedly breaking the win¬ 
dows and leaving in thc.direction of 
McCord Hall, according to UTM 
Police reports. 

When confronted by the officer, 
Claiborne reportedly said he had bro¬ 
ken the windows. • 

The officer indicated he had a 
"strong odor similar to that of an 
alcoholic beverage about his per¬ 
son.” Claiborne later tested a .16 
blood alcohol content. 

He was transported to the Martin 
Police Department, where he was 
released that morning after making 
the $1,500 bond. He now faces a 
Nov. 9 court date at General Ses¬ 
sions Court in Dresden, a court 
spokesperson said. ^ )

Football team still eyes winning year

Before dressing out for last 
Saturday's first home OVC match 
up of the season against Tennessee 
Tech, Don McLeary took his team 
for a traditional pregame walk 
around Pacer Stadium. 

It ’ s a practice the Pacer head coach 
likes to observe to let the players 
comnuinicate among one another 
and to try to foster team unity before 
a big game. And on Saturday it was 
an opportunity to let the players 
vent some of the pent-up emotion 
accumulated from a season marked 
to this point by disappointment and 
failed expectations. 

Expressed in words and in tears, 
the pervasive emotion shown by the 
team before the big game Saturday 
was intense frustration. 

Frustration from a three-game los¬ 
ing streak in the OVC where the 
Pacers (at the time 2-3, 0-3 in the 
OVC) let two games that they 
"should have won" slip between 
their fingers. Frustration from a pre¬ 
season of lofty expectations gone 
awry after only the fourth game of 
the year. 

A week earlier, the Pacers’ were 
steamrolled 38-7 by MTSU, a team 
which dominated the collapsed

Pacer squad in the second half after 
UTM stood toe to toe in the first. 
“We played pretty well the first 
half.” McLeary said, “hut I think 
emotionally Uie other two games 
had drained us, and we weren’ t up to 
the battle the second half." 

And who could blame them for 
being a bit emotionally drained? A 
week before the MTSU game, the 
Pacers’s saw Murray State rally from 
a 10-point UTM advantage in the 
fourth quarter to score the winning 
touchdown on a fourth and goal 
from the one-yard line with 1:59 to 
play. 

In another critical QVC match¬ 
up the previous week, the Pacers 
failed to score twice inside their 
opponents' five-yard line as they 
were shut out by SEMO, 10-0. 

Three consecutive OVC losses 
isn't quite what the team was ex¬ 
pecting in the preseason, when they 
were seriously eyeing the OVC 
championship and not let(ing any¬ 
one tell them that at least a second- 
or third-place OVC finish wasn’t in 
their future. — 

And now this: knocked out of 
contention for the OVC title ttd 
realistically in no position to finish 
in the top three. And what's even 
more frustrating, from losses that 
they could have and maybe should 
have won. 

The three looses "took a lot out of 
our kids,” McLeary said. "They 
caulked those up in the preseason as 
wins. When they didn’t come as 
wins we started dropping our heads 
and asking 'are we this good?’ 1 
tried to keep telling them that we are 
good and not to lose confidence." 

McLeary knew Saturday's game 
- the first home contest since the 
losing streak started — was going to 
be the most pivotal game thus far in 
the season. With a good showing. 


they could-turn the season around 
t and still have a winning record, 
finish in the upper echelon of the 
OVC and end the season on a strong 
note. A loss, however, could sink 
them deeper into the apparent down¬ 
ward spiral they have seemingly 
been trapped in since week three. 

On the Monday before the Tech 
game. McLeary (net in his office 
with all the seniors on the team after 
practice. He told them how impor¬ 
tant their leadership would be to get 
the team back on the winning track. 
He also reiterated that after last 
year’s 6-5 finish, a winning season 
this year would give the team their 
first back-to-back winning records 
since 1977. 

‘That’s a real big goal for us," 
McLeary said. "We want these se¬ 
niors to leave feeling good that 
they ’ ve started a winning tradition - 
- that they were the first to have 
back-to-back winning seasons in 17 
years." 

The seniors were particularly vo¬ 
cal before the Tech game. McLeary 
said. "Each senior got up and talked 
about what it would mean to have a 
winning season. 

"We had a lot of soi^r nrching 
last week. (Before d i E p gie Satur¬ 
day ) some kids vented some frustra- 
. tion and some kids cried and We got 
some things out in the open. That 
was good; it pulled us all together as 
a team. 

"They said they were frustrated 
and tired of losing. There was no 
finger pointing, just the attitude 
‘Let's go play and believe in one 
another. Whatever we’ve got to do 
to win let’s do it.’" 

And whatever it was they had to 
do, they got it done.

The UTM rifle team opened the 
fall portion of the 1994-95 season 
with a second-place finish in air 
rifle competition at the Austin Peay 
Invitational the weekend before Fall 
Break.

a balanced 288 yards of offense. 
UTM recorded its first OVC win of 
the season. 20-10. 

Quarterback Todd Mather threw 
for a pair of TDs and Lenny Harris 
ran for another in a contest McLeary 
called “a complete ball game from 
everyone. 

"It was a very important game 
because I felt like it brought us 
closer together as a team and gave 
us more confidence to go into the 
last half of the season. This game 
really helped us; it was a key game 
for us as far as reaching the goals we 
want to reach." 

As big a game as Tech was, the 
games only get bigger from here on, 
so the Pacers’ don’t have much time 
to bask in the glory of their lone 
OVC win. This week UTM travels 
to Nashville to face OVC rival Ten¬ 
nessee State for their final away 
game of the season. 

From there, the Pacers face OVC- 
powerhouse Eastern Kentucky, 
Charleston Southern for homecom¬ 
ing, Morehead State, and conclude 
the season against Austin Peay. 

The Tech game may have been 
the most pi votal of the season to this 
point, but McLeary said Tennessee 
State may have that distinction come 
Saturday. 


"The next game lends itself to an 
even (more important) game as far 
as setting up our home stand. A win 
really puls us in position to finish 
strong. I think you can have a lot of 
adversity early, but if you finish 
strong and show a lot of improve¬ 
ment, I think that’s what our fans 
want to see and what we want to 
sec." 

The Pacers, now 3-3, 1-3 in the 
OVC, are 1 -3 on the road but have 
not lost at Pacer Stadium since Oct. 
2, 1993, when Murray Slate won in 
overtime. 

The momentum from a win Sat¬ 
urday, McLeary said, might be just 
enough to give UTM a shot at home 
against OVC-leading Bhstem Ken¬ 
tucky the following week. 

"Eastern looks like another level," 
McLeary said. "I watched a little of 
their game against Murray when 
they beat them 49-13 and they 
looked really good. But anything 
can happen, especially at home. 
Right how, we want to have an 8-3 
season.”
